I do not mean to say 
but wlial there is a good deal of bustle and activity 
going on—bodies of Franos-tlronrs aud Gardes 
Mobiles dally march flies ofl to their dlfferont 
destinations, and the drilling of recruits proceeds 
undagglugly—but at the same time there seems to 
be no real earnestness among tho cllizeni as a 
body. Yon meet groups of them singing (or 1 should 
rather sar. howling) tho ••Marsellalse’’ aud slinilar 
patriotic songs about tbe streete aud lu the cafes. 
They congregate together, quaff their absinthe or 
petit verro and discuss the state of things In general, 
aud iho war in partlcnlar. Just as if Franco were 
not, so to speak, lying prostrate and bleeding and a 
victorious I’rnssiua army a few mUea from the gates 
of their lowu. 
Any rumor of success, however vague and In- 
deflulte, appears to be received with a blind and un- 
ibmklug credulity which any one with ordinary 
reusoiiing powers would have Imaglued the expe- 
rlcnce of ttio last two mouths sbould have taught 
them to resiraln. In fact, like the Bourbons, iiiey 
seem "to have learned nothing and to have lorgol- 
leu nothing.” MUNICIPAL r e m in d e r . 
This morning, however, the .Mayor gave them a re- 
mliulerol how tumgs actually stood by issuluga 
proclamaliou to tho oiToct that all public exnibltions 
and Bingiug in ibe cafes aud streets are entirely out 
ol keeping with the present uilsionunes or France; 
that while the country Is In danger the aole wisn aud 
thought of tho citizens ought to be to delend u ami 
to expel tho invader; m lact, that anything approacii- 
liig to amusement is almost an lusiiu to tne public 
misforiuncs. tJuch being lue case he has ordered 
that there shall be no singing in the public streets or 
cuh s; tnat no proprietor of any cafe or cabaret hltall 
supply biiytuiug to persons uotactsally luside, and 
that all caf.s shall lie punctually closed at eleven 
o’clock. TheCouuulsalouersol Police nave reanved 
lusiructloiis to see these orders riguiiy enforced. 
To endeavor at the same time to lusu'aecelhl:ig 
like discipline and order Into the txocfu M. Gum- 
bettahua published the following prc'ii-r.:wtion:— 
"In virtue of tbe powers delegated co me ny tho 
goveruuient by a decree dated at Paris, the 1st Octo­ 
ber, 1870:— 
MILITARY LIFE. 
Censlderlng how Imiiortaut it is to accustom the 
soldier to the taiigucs of a campaign, and to do 
away wlih the di.sordera winch losuic irom incir so­ 
journ in cities, on every occasion when the eifeolive 
troops (whether regular or irregular) in a town 
shau exceed in number 2,000, ail that portion of 
those treops which shall not bo necessary lor tho 
miuutenauco or order aud iranquillity shall be 
massed together In a camp situated three kilometres 
or less from a towu; that the situation of tne camp 
shall bo chosen In sacli away as to oner tho best 
means for defence, aud inal iho camp shall bo at 
ouco protected with earthworks and lortiUcatioiis; 
that the troops In every case shall be occupied m 
the formation ot the aforesaid works; that all com­ 
munication between the caiiip aud the lowu shall 
be prohibUed, except for tho immediate exigencies 
of the service, or by leave of absence m wiliiu,i; 
that tbe oillcors shall stny in the camp and live tho 
same kind of life as the soldiers: that each day a 
fourth part of the troops thus cucampcd shah exe­ 
cute marches, varying irom twenty to thirty kilo­ 
metres; that the camp shall bo orgauizeu and 
guarded as If the enemy were close at hand, and 
that the measures prcscrincd by the orduaiicc ol the 
»d of May, 1832. .“hall bo exactly carried out,” 
This proclamaliou has not come before It was 
needed. 
1 do not mean to say mat the 
troops as a rale 
uiiscouduct 
themselves. 
In iiict, considering tho largo body of men who are

“MARCHING ALONG.” 
About two o’clock a large body of Prancs-tlrcurs, 
of Mayence, pus.scd ttirougii the rue Kovalc, hut iheir 
destiuatloa l could not ascertain, aim later in the 
day a portion sf tho Gurue Naiiouale arrived with a 
uewiille(Uio Kemingtoii) and iillracieU a great deal 
ol attention.

London, Oct. 20, 1870. 
In mv last letter I referred to mo Audacious, Van­ 
guard and liiviuclblo, tho ihreu new iron-clads 
Just comml.-blouod, being scut to sea before they 
had undergouo a ballast test of their stability. 
Public ludlgaatioa iioa not been able to be sup­ 
pressed m tho case of these ships, aud the EngliHh 
dally journals are taking up tbe questluu, whloli, 1 
Bluccrely trust, may have the dcalreU effect opun 
mo aulhorltlc.s to lustliuto a rlglu inquiry as 
to their emcleiicy lu ail reapocls.

It 
Is a Catholic church, planted m the midst or a dis­ 
trict which was uuiil recently one of the most noto-, 
rlous in the city for crime and vice. The clergy at­ 
tached to tills UUle edifice liave for many years 
struggled with the demons of rapine and bloodsned 
that stalked around among their flock for a genera­ 
tion like rnbid wolves la a shocpfold. The aspee I of 
the dUtrlct Is that of 
rOVERTY AND WRETCIIEDNES.S, 
and nothing short of a consciousness of the divinity 
of I he Gospel they preached could haYe nerved those 
zealoiw men to action agalust the horrors that sur­ 
rounded them. Five years ago the Church of the 
Tramstlguratlon resembled within a deserted ruin; 
the walls were bare; rickety, time-worn seats were 
provided for the worshippers, and few, if any, sym­ 
bols or religion met the eye, and there was little to 
attract the presence ol the seeker for the consola­ 
tions of religion. 
'Hie scene Is changed to-day. Through the inde­ 
fatigable exorilons of the pastor, Ib-v. Father

Clarksou, Bishop of Nebraska, would address them 
upon bis experience with the Indians In the far 
West and sum up to them the great and beneflclal 
results of his labor among those benighted tnb&s. 
Too much cannot be said in favor ol the excellent 
manner in which the musical and vocal ports ot the 
service were conducted, and though the choir at this 
church Is small numerically It is, nevertheless, a 
powertnl and well trained buay, and tends greatly 
to elevate the characier of the ceremonies of the 
church.

1 or the las; four veais their plan 
lad beeu to go forth under the strcugth attoide 1 
hem by God and pull di.wu the strougholds of siii 
aud endeavor to Imlid up churches wherever it was 
practicaoie; but It was uot always possible lo In­ 
augúralo full services, and consequcnuy they had 
adopted what he called a Prayer Book pioueer ser­ 
vice, which tile uiL"sioaanes luuiid to answer ad­ 
mirably. l.ut God alone knew Hie many dlfUciiltles 
that beset them lu their endeavors av.ay uui la that 
unculiivuteá region, and Ue alone kuew iUj respun- 
Bibibtv attached to such a work in making lUc 
Church ho.d its own ag-aiusi all opposition. 
There were a great many churciics already nobly 
manned between the Pacific uiul the Muvsouri, and 
he loll assured that they wo'ild compare favorahly 
in ilieir pan towards teaublug these fifty inllltuus ot 
people 01 America. He was well aware that me in-

One 
of the greatest features in their work was the task 
of elevatmg the condition of the 
VARIOUS TBiaKS OF l.NDIANS 
existing within ihelr diocese on the Missouri, and 
their endeavois at civilizing and raising them out of 
melr present slate of darkue."S and heathen sm. 
President Grant had shown liimself worthy of me 
Importance of his oiUcc as regarded the state of the 
Indians in flinging off the feiiers of party, and In 
ordering that all persons connected wlih stations on 
me Pa' iflc KaUroad ou Indian lerniorj and where 
Indians would bo likely to abound should bo mcu of 
known ChrlsUan prlnciplea, and that all employes 
should endeavor to assist in tho secular and spiritual 
education of the Indians in their respective locali­ 
ties. In thus acting President Grant had shown 
how easy a matter It was to raise himself out of 
THE DIRTY fO O I. OK POLITICS, 
and exhibited a spirit of Christianity and love for 
his fellow man. What a splendid testimony mis 
was fur a government to set form to ihe world, mad 
w hat a glorious suushlne it was for the Church 1

B nntern Q neetion. 
The English government and peoido are 
again in the midst of one of their periodica! 
alarms over the Russian bugbear. Our special 
telegraphic despatches from London inform us 
of the hasty movements of couriers between 
the Cabinet of St. James and the British em­ 
bassies at St. Petersburg, Copenhagen, Vienna, 
Florence and Conslantinopli^ all arising out 
of the report that the Russian fleet is in move­ 
ment to tbe Dardanelles. 
The English gov­ 
ernment realizes now, too late, that its cow­ 
ardly policy in abandoning England’s former 
ally, France, and allewing her to be crashed 
by the military power of Germany, has been 
as unwise as it was weak, and that now «here 
is no impediment to tbe realization by Russia 
of any views which she may have in respect 
to Turkey or tbe control of tbe Black Sea. 
Further nows, in conflrmatlon of this state­ 
ment, is to the effect that the Russian Minister 
to London has given to the British Cabinet the 
reading of a communication from 
Prince 
Gortschakoff, demanding the revision of the 
treaty 
of 
1856, 
by 
which 
Russia 
was shut out from the Bosphorus and the 
Dardanelles, 
and that 
tbe like demand 
has been simultaneously oommiinicatcd to the 
Courts of BerIin,'Vienna and Constantinople. 
Of course the moaning of all that is that the 
Russian government Is determined to take 
advantage of the opportunity h o w afforded by 
the downfall of France as a military power to 
wipe out and annul a treaty which not only 
cripples her power, but is an offence to her 
dignity. 
We have no doubt that, w’hlle Rus­ 
sia may be free from meditating any inroad 
on the territory or rights of her Mussulman 
neighbor, there is foundation for the belief that 
she is resolved to destroy the treaty ol IS.'JS, 
and to obtain the freedom of the Dardanelles 
and the Black Sea. 
And what Power will 
gainsay her, or take up the gauntlet which she 
thus throws down ? 
In tbe meantime tbe 
excitement in England is said to be intense, 
and the fears of great E iropenn compHcations 
are spreading, 
Russia and Prussia are said 
to be in secret alliance, and, if so, the two 
partners have decidedly the game in their 
hand, as against all tlie other Powers of 
Europe. 
The covetousness with which Russia looks 
upon Turkey and watches for the opportunity 
of seizing Censtantinople is so generally 
believed in that it may be almost considered 
an article of political faith. 
There is hardly a 
statesman or journal in Europe or in America 
that does not entertain the firm conviction that 
Russian policy has no other end in view than 
the conquest of Constantinople. 
Without 
entering into an abstract discussion of the 
question we will simply recall a few historical 
facts which will shed a completely new light 
upon it. 
Since the year 1829 Russia has had at least 
a dozen opportunities to march to Constanti­ 
nople with the greatest ease. In that year tbe 
victorious army of the Emperor Nicholas was 
at a distance of only flfty miles from Constanti­ 
nople. 
Marshal Diebitsch, who was command­ 
ing it, despatched a courier to the Emperor 
Nicholas informing him that he could be at 
Constautiuople in forty-eight hours without any 
biudrauca; that he was called for by all the 
Christian population of tbe city, and that the 
Sultan and his five hundred wives had already 
packed up their trunks to go over to Asia. 
The Emperor, on receiving the 
message, 
convoked at St. Petersburg a council of all 
the great statesmen of the empire and sub­ 
mitted the question to them in the following 
terms 
“Is it the interest of Russia to accele­ 
rate the downfall of Turkey and to occupy 
Constantiaople ?” 
The council unanimously 
decided that it was not, and that as long as 
Turkey could be maintained it ought to be by 
Russia. 
It is to be added that at that time 
Charles X. was reigning in France and giving 
bis warmest support to Russia; that Austria 
was under Russian control; 
that Prussia 
bowed to the dictates of Nicholas; that, couse- 
qucutly, he had only to fear England, and 
that, with tbe Russian occupation of the Dar­ 
danelles, the maritime power of England was 
not to be feared. 
In 1840 Meheinet Ali, the Pacha of Egypt, 
supported by France, was at the doors of Con­ 
stantinople with a victorious army. 
The Sul­ 
tan applied for aid to tbe Emperor Nicholas, 
and an army of fifty thousand soldiers, under 
the command of General Mouravieff, was sent 
to bis relief. 
Mehomet Ali was defeated and 
the Sultan was saved. 
The Russian govern­ 
ment claimed no other reward for its services 
than privileges and guarantees for the security 
and prosperity of the Christian populations of 
the East. 
MoiiravieCTs army withdrew after 
order had been re-established, and to this day, 
on the Asiatic shore of the Bosphorus, a 
monument is the witness of that act of Rus­ 
sian benevolence to Turkey. 
In 1848 the whole of Europe was in revolu­ 
tion. 
Austria was on the very point of being 
crushed by Hungary in civil war. 
Italy was 
also in arms against Austria. 
Nothing could 
have been easier to the Emperor Nicholas, 
then at the height of his power and glory, 
than to march to Constantinople and to oppose 
to Great Britain’s interference an accom­ 
plished fact. 
Instead of doing that the Empe­ 
ror Nicholas used bis power for the rc-estab- 
lishmeut of peace iu Europe; and iu saving 
Austria from a total ruin be gave her the 
opportuoity, as an Austrian statesman said, 
to astonish tbe world by her ingratitude. 
In 18.52, when the Emperor Napoleon came 
to the throne, he said to Russia that he 
wanted a war for the purpose of consolidatiog 
his power, his dynasty and his throne ; that 
all bis dynastic traditions and personal feel­ 
ings were for a war to avenge Waterloo. 
The 
aid of Russia in such war was applied for, 
and the price offered for it was Constantinople. 
J'he Emperor Alexander haughtily rebuked 
these offers, not even consenting to give to 
Napoleon the title of brother. 
The immo- 
diate consequences of this rebuff was the East­ 
ern war being opened by Russia. 
Napoleon 
threw himself into the arms of England, and 
England, in accepting the embrace, achieved 
a masterly piece of policy. 
She secured for 
years her naval aiipremacy by destroying, 
with the aid ' of France, the Russian fleet, 
whicli was the only one that, combined with 
the French fleet, could resist or struggle 
against that supremacy. 
An attentive peru­ 
sal of the oiBcisl documents of that time 
proves to every impartial mind that the al­ 
leged causes of that war were mere pretexts, 
and that the Rmperor Nicholas sent Priuce 


Bfenschlkoff to Con.stantlnople solely because 
the Sultan bad been induced by the French 
governmo'it to violate all the stipulations of 
the treaties betw -en Turkey and Russia guar­ 
anteeing the roligluus and social security of 
the Bastera Christian populations. 
In 1859, when Napoleon declared war upon 
Austria, Russian aid was again applied for 
and Eastern romuuoration was offered. 
The 
only thing required of Russia was to put 
three hundred thousand men on the Prussian 
frontier, so as to maintain Germany In inac­ 
tivity. 
These offers wore again refused, and 
Napoleon was obliged to make peace at Villa 
Franca. 
In 1866, during the war between Prussia 
and Austria, requests for help, and offers, 
poured into St. Petersburg from all quarters ; 
and if the Emperor Alexander bad only been 
less scrupulous and less decided In bis policy 
ho could have made then a brilliant bargain. 
To all the interested parties ho opposed the 
most resolute refusals and rebukes, and said 
that the only thing he wanted was general 
peace. 
Hardly a year afier that, when war was on 
the very eve of exploding between Prussia 
and France on account of the Luxembourg 
question, peace was maintained solely by tbe 
active intervention of Russia. 
So, too, in the present war Russia proved 
again and again that she does not seek to bene­ 
fit by the European complications in order to 
accomplish the views attributed to her iu the 
East. 
Those are historical facts which cannot bo 
contested, and there are but two couclusions 
that can bo deifuced from them ¡—Either Rus­ 
sia is a weak, almost cowardly, unintelligent 
Power—and this hypothesis will hardly bo ad­ 
mitted by any sensible man in respect to a 
nation of e!ghty-two millions, compact and 
united and ruled by an adored sovereign, 
who gave freedom to twenty-Hvo millions of 
serfs—or Russia does not covet anything in 
the East. 
Tlie questions then arise, Why does she not 
covet anything in the East ? and, What does 
she want in the East ? 
For Jiobody can doubt 
that she takes a deep interest in Eastern affairs. 
These two questions are clearly and rationally 
answered by 
Russian 
statesmen. 
Prince 
Gortschakoff’s celebrated memorandum on the 
Eastern question, published in 1867 or 1868, 
and addressed to the French government, ex­ 
pressed the real view.s of the Russian govern­ 
ment on that subject. 
Russia does not want Constantinople, and 
for this very good reason—that acquisition of 
territory in the South or East would destroy 
her equilibrium. 
The conquest of Constanti­ 
nople would necessarily be followed by a rush 
to the South. All the heterogeneous extremities 
of the Russian 
em pire-Finland, Poland, 
Siberia, Caucasus—would decay and wither 
as the limbs of a man’s body when vitality is 
withdrawn from them. 
In a word, it would 
happen with Russia as it happened with the 
Roman empire when Constantine removed the 
capital from Rome to Byzantium. 
Russia 
would be split at first in two and then into a 
thousand fragments. 
National unity, great­ 
ness, strength, all would be loet. 
These 
reasons, fully appreciated by Russian states­ 
men, are a rational explanation why Russia 
never did avail herself of the opportunities 
offered to her to take Constantinople. 
The 
last question 
remains—what does 
Russia want In the East ? That question has 
been answered, with almost mathematical 
precision, by a formula emanating from the 
great Chancellor, Prince Gortschakoff:—“The 
East to the Eastern people, by the Eaitcrn 
people and for the Eastern people, but only to, 
for and by them.” That is, Russia wants the 
legitimate proprietors of the East gradually 
developed, 
emancipated and 
formed 
into 
groups already existing by their historical and 
social elements. 
Russia docs not want to see 
England or France or any other Power taking 
a foothold in those regions ; and, rather than 
p.irmit that, she will fight to her last man and 
her last rouble. 
The war movement of Russia, 
now reported, looks not to any extension of 
territory at the expense of Turkey, but to 
getting rid of the shackles placed upon her 
commercial and naval development by the 
treaty of 1856. 


T b e W a r In F ran c e. 
The military situation remains compara­ 
tively unchanged. 
No additional movement 
has yet been made by the Army of the Loire, 
although General Von der Tann is rapidly 
receiving reinforeoments. 
It is even stated 
that General Von Werder, the conqueror of 
Strasbourg, is moving to reinforce him with 
all bis army. 
If this be true it iudicates that 
the movement along the river Ouche and in the 
Vosges Mountains on Lyons is likely to be post­ 
poned, and also that General Moltke finds him­ 
self unable to spare many men from the business 
of investing Paris. 
It is much to be feared 
that the French are losing valuable time by 
their delay in renewing the attack. 
Gambetta 
and Thiers are in constant conference at 
Tours, and it is possible that political influ­ 
ences, such as ruined McClellan and length­ 
ened out our own war, are affecting the fate 
of France. 
Apparently, however, judging 
from the report ot high medical authorities of 
the English army, detailed to observe the 
workings of the sanitary systems in the Ger­ 
man armies, who state that 2,250 men die 
daily from disease and insulficient medical 
treatment, and from tbe accounts from all 
parts of the nation of tbe bushwhacking day 
and night of isolated Prussian soldiers, delay 
is eqnally dangerous to the invaders. 
Paris 
continues quiet. 
A sortie is considered immi­ 
nent, and may certainly be expected if General 
Paladines makes an early and determined 
attack upon the enemy in his front. 


T he Pbksenoe in F ran ck of the Countess of 
Montijo, mother of the Empress Eugiinie, and 
the arrival of the Marquis de Chateaurenard 
at Berne, on a supposed special mission to 
Tours, prove that the Bonapartists are still 
actively intriguing for a return to power. 
Napoleon, however, having assured onr cor­ 
respondent that he has no ambition to resume 
the throne or desire to see his son an Emperor 
of France, it may be that he will not counte­ 
nance inlrignes for his dynasty. 


I t is U n d ersto o d in Washington that Sena­ 
tor Williams, of Oregon, will lie appointed 
Attorney General at the close of the Senatorial 
term in March next, Mr. Akerman retiring 
on account of ill health. 


A W o rd to O u r <'ou«r*Muinii*n. 
Although the Congressional delegation from 
the city of Now York elected on Tuesday last 
do not lake their seats until the assembling of 
Iho next Con'jroas, which may bo over a year 
iionoe, we do not consider it untimely to give 
them a few words of advice. 
In the mean­ 
time wo will say that we have no reason to 
think that the delegation as it stands in the 
present Congress, which meets on the first 
Monday In December next, will waver in their 
fidelity to the measiiro we are about referrlug 
to. 
That measure is the act allowing Americans 
to buy steamships at any port in which they 
can purchase them the cheapest. 
Further­ 
more that Congress authorize the transfer of 
American registers to foreign bottoms when­ 
ever American merchants may deem it their 
interest so to do. 
If this law had passed at the 
last session of Congress, and it undoubtedly 
would, had it not been for the “ filibuster­ 
ing’’ of a member of the Senate (Bayard, of 
Delaware and the Wilmington Iron Works), 
and a member of the House (Potter, of New 
York and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com­ 
pany), who contrived to procrastinate legisla­ 
tion until the hammers of the presiding officers 
fell and Congress finally adjourned—bad this 
law passed at the last session, we say, tbe 
American flag would now float over a steam 
marine more extensive than it ever floated 
over before, and American merchants would bo 
realizing a benefit from one of the most profit­ 
able transatlantic traffics that has arisen since 
the republic was established The steamships 
of the Bremen and Hamburg lines alone—all, 
with possibly one or two exceptions, first class 
vessels of two thousund five hundred tons and 
upwards each—comprise a fleet of tweuty- 
seveu steamships. 
They could all have been 
transferred to the American flag in a twink­ 
ling had not Congress stupidly prevented it. 
'rhis great addition to American commerce 
would have given an impulse to our trade with 
foreign nations that would have inspired our 
people with the hope that American commer­ 
cial enterprise had not entirely faded out, and 
in the end infused new vigor into that essou- 
tial clement of American industry, American 
shipbuilding itself. 
“ Competition is the life 
of trade,” and with the North German mer­ 
cantile fleet sailing upon American bottoms 
and under American colors the commerce of 
the world would have been amazed at the 
magical 
transformation 
and 
given 
the 
“ Yankees” the credit of boing really the 
“smartest nation in creation.” 
Seriously, the 
law which came so near passing at the last 
session of Congress should be urged again at 
tbe earliest hour of tbe assembling of the 
next session and pressed to its ultimate pas­ 
sage without fear or favor toward any class of 
interested parties. 
The present delegation 
from this city are bound in honor to press the 
measure to a finality, no matter what obsta­ 
cles the “gentleman from 
New Rochelle,” 
Mr. Clarkson N. Potter, may throw in its way. 
But suppose this important measure should 
again fail—and we sincerely trust it will not— 
what is the duty of the members elect to the 
Forty-second 
Congress? 
Three 
of this 
delegation will bo new members—to wit, 
Messrs, Roosevelt, Roberts and Ely, J r.— 
who will be joined by two new mombjp'S from 
the first and second districts, Messrs. Dwight 
Townsend (of Queens) and Kinsella (of Kings), 
the interests of whose constituents are identi­ 
cal with those of New York. 
These new 
members will have as mentor and counsellor a 
veteran in legislation like Fernando Wood, 
with such adepts in the ways of Congress— 
which, like tbe ways of tbe “ heathen Chinee,’’ 
are “ very peculiar”—as S. S. Cox and James 
Brooks. 
Thus, from the First district to the 
Ninth inclusive, comprisiug nearly one-third 
of the Congressional delegation of the State, 
the “free trade in ships” project should meet 
a hearty and iafluential support. 
Then will 
be the time for Mr. Roosevelt to make his 
mark as a useful legislator, just as Ike has 
already made it as a useful journalist and an 
estimable citizen. 
It will be the same with 
Mr. Roberts, who will have something besides 
Fenianism to attend to, 
Mr. Smith Ely, Jr., 
with his accustomed good sense, will come to 
the rescue with energies revived and courage 
renewed. 
Mr. Townsend and Mr. Kinsella, as 
well as General Slocum, old member from the 
Third (Brooklyn) district will each have their 
duty to perform when any measure comes be­ 
fore them calculated to promote the great ob­ 
ject in view. 
If wo cannot have free trade in 
almost everything—and we believe it would be 
a capital thing for the whole country if we 
CHuld—let us, at least, help along American 
commerce—languishing as it is at this time, 
almost unto death—by securing so great a 
point as establishing “free trade in ships.”

We publish this morning a report of tbe 
sermon delivered yesterday in Baltimore by 
Archbishop Spalding. 
This being the first 
preached by the distinguished Catholic prelate 
since his return from the Ecumenical Coun­

interest. 
The 
Archbishop, 
after 
de­ 
scribing 
the 
holiness 
of 
the 
Virgin 
Mary, compared the trials and travails of the 
Church with those of her life, after which he 
entered upon a consideration of the Roman 
question. He denounced Victor Emanuel, 
declaring that the King was 
afraid to 
enter Rome lest he meet tbe same fate which 
overtook Herod. 
His Holiness was described 
as a prisoner to the King of Italy, who had 
been guilty of treachery and robbery—who 
had opened the prisons of Rome and let loose 
every desperate and villainous character they 
contained. 
As a consequence, robbery, vio­ 
lence and as.saBsination followed. 
Referring 
to the assertions of American and Eng­ 
lish papers that the occupation of Rome 
was in tbe interest of liberty, be said that in 
Italy liberalism means murder and rapine, 
and in France infidelity and socialism. 
In 
conclusion. Archbishop Spalding expressed 
himself confident that the Pope would yet 
triumph and recover Rome. 
The sermon 
was very plain and outspoken and deserves 
careful consideration. 


R om or A gain credits Secretary Fish with 
the intention of retiring from the Cabinet. 
We think rumor might leave Mr. Fish alone. 
He is not likely to do any great harm at 
present, for, if it were not for denying such 
rumors, be does not seem to have much of any­ 
thing at all to do. 


Y w rtp rd ar. 
As religious dlsooursea the sermons de­ 
livered yesterday were an improvement upon 
those delivered on 
the Sunday previous. 
Nevertheless they were, on the whole, heavy 
and dull. 
Notbiug is less calculated to lead 
sinners to repentance than a dull sermon. 
It 
fills one with gloomy ideas of tbe hereafter. 
Of course there were a few exceptions to the 
general rule. 
One of these was at tbe Trinity 
Methodist church, where Dr. Oliu solemnly 
declared the Church of Rome to be on its 
last legs, and, very naturally, pronounced 
Protestantism the ne plus ulira of reli­ 
gion. 
At 
the Church of 
Our Saviour 
Rev. Mr. Bowles preached in favor of reli­ 
gious enthusiasm, illustrating his argument 
by relating the story of Warren Hastings. 
Rev. H. D. Northrop after describing the 
miseries of this life depicted the joys of our 
homo in heaven, very sensibly warning his 
congregation against believing that the walls 
of Paradise are made of precious stones and 
that the redeemed, dressed in nightgowns, 
never ceased playing 
musio and 
singing 
hymns. 
Rev, G. F. Krotel advocated forgive­ 
ness of injuries in a sensible sermon, and Rev. 
James Kennedy, the new pastor of the Fourth 
Reformed Presbyterian ohurob, described how 
the salt of the earth aided mankind in getting 
into a heavenly pickle. 
Rev. Mr. Ilopworth 
was eloquent on the subject of fighting the 
battle of life. 
Neutrality iu religion he held 
to 
be 
impossible, 
and he preferred 
a 
positively irreligious man to one merely 
indifferent. 
Since 
religions 
neutrality 
is impossible and religious indifference cannot 
be anything but neutrality, we cannot imagine 
how the indifferent man can exist. But perhaps 
Mr. Hepworth is able to explain. 
At the 
Church of the Transfiguration Father Tratnpr, 
referring to a coming fair in aid of the Found­ 
ling Hospital, spoke rather caustically of in­ 
fants in cradles deposited by bejewelled bands 
without a dollar left for their support. 
Dr. 
Chapin discoursed ably on God’s power iu 
nature and in grace, while Dr. Osgood, at St. 
Thomas’ Protestant Episcopal church, preached 
on God as the foundation of all justice. 
Mr. 
Frothingham disliuguished himself by a deisti- 
cal sermon yesterday. 
Ho rejected a Christ 
and an infallible Bible and clung to his own 
ideal God. 
A careful perusal of his discourse 
convinces us that be believes that to be the 
best religion which is no religion at all. 
In Brooklyn Brother Beecher baptized quite 
a number of infants and concluded the day’s 
services by an unusually sensible sermon on 
children and their government. 
The despot­ 
ism of some parents he believed tbe cause 
of their sons and daughters turning out badly, 
which is very true. 
Mr. Beecher also entered 
a timely protest against five-year-old Puritans 
and wise and good children in pantalettes. 
He is right. 
Any child of five thát will not 
steal jam when it gets a ohance ought Ijo die 
young. 
In Williamsburg Dr. Taylor urged 
the importance of religions conversation at 
social meetings. 
If not carried to excess this 
is adrisable; nevertheless, hardly anything is 
so depressing as to sit in a parlor for four 
mortal hours with a pious brother beside you 
pegging away at your sins. 
In Jersey City, 
Washington and elsewhere the sermons were 
of the usual quality. 
At all the churches the 
attendance was good, the fine weather attract­ 
ing many who do not usually attend divine 
services.

The McUarrahan Claim and Bx-S«cri>t:iry 
Cox. 
It now appears that the resignation of Ex- 
Secretary Cox originated, not in his desire to 
protect the employ és of his department from the 
blackmailing of political committees, but in the 
disagreement existing between him and Presi­ 
dent Grant in reference to th e litigation over 
the Panoohe Grande rancho. 
This properly, 
on which valuable quicksilver mines have 
been discovered and worked, is claimed on 
the one side by Mr, William McGarrahan, as 
tbe assignee of tbe person to whom the original 
Mexican grant was alleged to have been made, 
and on the other side by the New Idria Mining 
Company, as pre-emptors under the general 
mining law, they asserting that the original 
claim was founded in forgery and sustained by 
perjury. 
The 
question 
has been fought 
with varying fortune through all the United 
States courts in California and through the 
Supreme Court in Washington, and is now 
pending before the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives. 
It seems that Mr. 
Cox was inclined to prejudge the case, and to 
issue a patent for the land to the New Idria 
Mining Company. 
The President forbade his 
doing BO, and hence the ill feeling which led 
to the resignation of Secretary Cox. 
Mr. 
McGarrahan has addressed a letter to the 
President, giving a history of the affair, which 
we publish to-day and which is rather severe 
on the ex-Secretary. 


W hy B ism arck R efu sed to R k v io tu a l 
P a ris.—In his circular to the representatives 
of the North German Confederation at foreign 
courts, published in the H e r a ld of yesterday. 
Count Bismarck satisfactorily explains why he 
could not consent to tbe revictnalling of Paris. 
An armistice based on M. Thiers’ conditions 
would have practically robbed Prussia of all 
the advantages she had won by two months’ 
hard fighting and unexampled sacrifices. Now 
that Count Bismarck baa stated tbe case, no 
impartial man will refuse to admit that the 
failure of the armistice negotiations furnishes 
another illustration of French folly and Incom- 
petency. 


I t M ay not be generally known that Gen­ 
eral de Paladines, the hero of the first French 
victory, was a strong Bonapartist when the 
present war broke out. 
He was for a long 
while entrusted with the command of the 
department containiag Metz. 
It was not until 
after the defeat of General de la Motterougc— 
himself a Bonapartist-and the loss of Orleans, 
that the victor of Coulmiers was placed in 
command of the Army of the Loire. 
We 
have, of course, no means of learning what 
are the present politics of General de Pala­ 
dines.

The disturbing feuds and factions in the re- 
pubUoan camp, as developed In this year’s State 
elections, not only threaten the iutegrlty, but 
foreshadow tbe dlsiategratlon, dissoluUon and 
dispersion of the party. 
As the great Union 
party of the war against tbe Sonthem rebeW 
Hon it was immeasurably the strongest party 
which this country has ever known. 
As tho 
party, after the suppression of tbe rebellion, 
of Southern reconstruction on the constitu­ 
tional amendments, embracing the abolition 
and prohibition of slavery, and the establish­ 
ment of equal civil and political rights, regard­ 
less of race or color, it has carried every­ 
thing before it. 
The work it has thus aocom- 
plishod, in the war and since tho war, is that 
of one of the grandest and broadest and most 
glorious revolutions in human history. Orfau- 
izing in 1854 upon tbe modest, but aggressive, 
platform of “ no further extensions of slavery,” 
it has abolished slavery, and aU the odious 
and barbarous distinctions resulting 
from 
slavery; and, as the balance of political power 
in the nation, it has displaced the late slavo- 
boldihg oligarchy and has estabUsbed in Its 
place the very negro who but yesterday had 
“ no rights which a white man was bound to 
respect." 


With tho accomplishment of this great mis­ 
sion, however, tho bonds which have held this 
great party so firmly together are loosened, 
and it is disturbed here, there and everywhere 
by ugly feuds and conflicting leaders, cliques 
and factions, while at the same time the pab­ 
ilo odium which followed the affiliations of the 
Northern democracy with the Southern rebel 
conspirators is passing away. 
This change in 
tho public mind has been a feature in these 
late electious ; and it is due to the fact that 
the democracy have entirely ceased to make 
war upon tho new amendments to the consti­ 
tution. 
In thus accepting tbe couslitution 
amended 
as 
“ the supremo 
law of 
the land” the democratic party stands upon 
the same plane with tho republican party. 
The issues of the war and of reconstruction 
will, then, no longer serve the repubUcans. 
Hence, in the absence of any new idea or 
issue broad enough to hold them together, they 
are becoming demoralized, while the demo­ 
cracy, In the common purpose of recovering 
the White House, and cured by experieuoe of 
their follies of the last ten years, are united 
and zealous as a new organization with a great 
prize before them. 
Bat what are these republican feuds and 
factions which are so alarming? 
They are 
substantially the same as those which broke 
up the old democratic party. 
Who could have 
supposed, after the sweeping victory of Pierco 
in 1852, that the aU-powerful democratio 
party of that year would begin to break up in 
1853. 
Bat it did; and over a factious squabble 
for tho spoils of the New York Custom House 
between Bronson and Redfleld the party 
began to go to pieces by throwing away this 
State. 
The present weakness of the republi­ 
cans of the State may be charged to a similar 
cause. 
We may trace it to the breaking up in 
1860 of the old political firm of “ Seward, 
Weed & Greeley.” 
In that year Greeley’s 
grievances as 
an office-seeker, studiously 
snubbed by his copartners, caused him to bolt 
against Seward and settle him In tbe party 
national convention when Lincoln first came in. 
But this did not settle the fend. 
It cropped 
out again in 1862, when Seward and Weed 
turned tbe tables upon Greeley’s man Wads­ 
worth in the election of Seymour as Governor. 
It cropped out again in 1865, 1866 and in 1867, 
and at Chicage in 1868, against Fenton for 
Vice President, and very conspicnously at 
Albany in 1869, In the election of Fenton (ot 
the same radical faction as Greeley) as United 
States Senator over Morgan, one of the Sew­ 
ard-Weed faction. 
In 1870, Senator Conkling 
having joined the Seward-Weed-Morgan fac­ 
tion, a regular dead set was made by them upon 
the President to give Fenton a hoist, and be 
was hoisted, in the appointment of Thomas 
Murphy as Collector of this port, and in the 
removal of General Merritt from his fat office, 
both proceedings being “ a dead cut,” very 
obnoxious to Fenton. 
To make the matter 
worse, Fenton’s man for Governor, the much- 
abused Greeley, was cut out, they say, by 
Murphy in the Saratoga Convention; and so 
Fenton, like Achilles in his wrath, remained 
in his tent during tbe battle, and so Hoffman 
is triumphantly re-elected. 
The moral, as 
given by Greeley, is this—that the State of 
Now York, though not over large for one 
republican party, is not large enough for two. 
Carl Schurz, an ambitious party leader of 
the German red republican school, has, after 
the manner of Greeley and 
Fenton, been 
playing the very mischief in Missouri. Schurz 
wanted more offices tkan the President could 
give him, and not getting them he bolted, and 
with a number of other disappointed office- 
seekers split the party convention and the 
party into two factions. 
Schurz and his 
faction, however, had the advantage of the 
popular platform of restoring to ex-rcbels the 
elective franchise, and so with the aid of the 
democrats they have swept the State. 
The 
fight was embittered by an unfortunate letter 
from the President, supporting the other fac­ 
tion as the regular party—a letter which, 
perhaps, 
some 
of the President’s unwise 
Cabinet advisers persuaded him to write. 
A 
similar split was made last year iu the party 
in Tennessee over two candidates for Gover­ 
nor, which has given the State to the demo­ 
crats this year by an overwhelming majority. 
Conflicting factions in the party camp also 
render Georgia very uncertain, and they have 
lost North Carolina to tbe administration; 
and have oost the party some members of Con­ 
gress in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Michi­ 
gan and elsewhere. 
And yet again, a band of gueriUas, calUng 
themselves “ revenue reformers,” have been 
cutting in here and cutting out there, support­ 
ing a democrat in one place and a bolting re­ 
publican in another, somewhat to the preju­ 
dice of the party. 
These revenue reformers 
are free traders; and the Evening Post of this 
city aeuld not be more rampant in their cause 
if it were paid fifty thousand a year from the 
lords of the British iron and woollen factories. 
On the other hand, Greeley could not be more 
zealous for home protection if he igere paid 
flfty thousand a year from tbe iron and woollen 
miUs of Pennsylvania and Massacbusetts. 
But 
the Post has become convinced somehow that 
tho President leans to a tariff of protection, 
and our poetical contemporary has froguently 
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fnilomted • parpóse to make direct war opaa 
(General Gkant In oonseqaenee of his departure 
the Amerlean tariff policy of the Post. 
B oion t^a McGarrahaa claim (a stapeadoas 
lebl^ Jab) the Post does not mince the matter 
la condemning the action of the Presldont 
jiOfwardB hie late Secretary of the Interior, 
(General Cox—a revenue reformer, no doubt; 
jbat it aaya that “by the President’s own con- 
ifearion we see him dismissing 
a Cabinet 
|Offleer because this officer seeks to crush a 
'soteiloas fraud.** 
The truth is, however, 
ibat this “officer" wanted to decide this claim 
Jn fhvor of one of the contesUng parties, and 
ihat the President stopped him, peremptorily 
•topped him, in order to have the case (involv- 
ihg two or three millions of money in Califor- 
«la mineral lands) referred to Congress. 
An these disturbing forces, however, includ- 
Inf the Fenton-Greeloy faction and the Wocd- 
Horgan-Conkling-Murphy faction of New York, 
mad the Grata Brown and Carl Schurs and anti- 
iOail Sohnra Ikotions in Missouri and the 
«lashing fhotions in ether States, and these 
r e m n e pofbrm guerillas, operating oven for 
Ittie ozgnaizatioa of the next Congress with 
iihe idd of the democrats, are full of dangers 
ICo the republican party. 
If they are not 
^topped In their mad career they may break 
ap the party into two or three parties and give

The Russian Minister hero read to Lord aranvlUo 
a letter from Prince Qnrtschakoff steUng that Russia 
now demands the modldcatlon or the abolition of tbe 
provisions signed at tho convention in Paris on the 
30th of Murth, 1858, articles eleven and thirteen, 
in tho treaty of Paris, 27th April, 1838. These pro­ 
visions forbid the Russian noel from entering the 
Dardanelles and tho Bosphorus from tbe UlacK Hea, 
and limits tho Russian Oeet in tho Black Sea to ten 
small steamers; they also prohibit Russia aud Turkey 
maintaining on the Black Sea coast any military or 
marine arsenal, and generally neutralize the Black 
Sea, oy an Interdiction from Us waters of any vessels 
of war belonging to the Powers posse.s.sing its coasts 
or any other Power.

'The D nugherty-V an H orn M urder C ase. 
The young man. Lieutenant Daugherty, of New­ 
port Barracks, who shot Van Horn, the slanderer of 
his sister, at Kokomo, Ind., lAst winter. Is now on 
trial at Tipton, lud. From tbe testimony taken on 
the third day of the trial we extract the following. 
It wlU be seen from the testimony of. Dr. Wooden 
that an attem pt will be made to show that Daugh­ 
erty was laboring under temporary insauity at the 
time of the commission of the m urder:— 
Tbe friends and associates of Lieutenant Daugh­ 
erty In tho army testified to his good character, and 
tbat he was a brave officer and good to hU soldiers. 
The evidence of Mr. Daugherty, the lather of the 
delendant, and tho mother, Mrs. Daugherty, us also 
of Miss Prauk Daugherty, bis sister; Bridget, a 
hired 
girl, 
aud

Lmdsay. may be 
Biunmcd up In the following brief way:—Lieutenant 
Daugherty, on his way home, was m et at ludlan- 
apoUs by bis m other, who had been down to attend 
the funeral of a broiher-in-law, and mot him la tho 
Unlou depot. 8he told him that Vau Horn had been 
Blanderlug hla swter. No questions were asked os 
to the nature of tiie slander by Daugherty. They 
went to Kokomo on tne m idnight train, ami after a 
time the family retired. The next morning the 
Lieutenant and his father look a walk to their farm, 
some dislauiBO from Kokomo, and returned about 
noon and feuud Aaron Lindsay at Mr. Daugherty’s. 
The Lleutcuaut sat by the stove and dried ms leet 
(there was a little snow ou tho ground), and alter 
diuncr Mr. Lindsay proposed souie two or three 
limes that they shoubl walk up town. 
Up lo this 
time the slander referred to by his mother the iilght 
before had uot been mentioned, neither by tho 
lather in then- walk to the lurui, nor uy any ot tae 
family at the house. Just before starling tuc Lieu­ 
tenant went Into tho kitchen where liis mother, his 
sister Frank aud the hired girl were, and said to his 
mother, “Aloiher, what was that Van Horn said 
about Franky” 
His mother replied that he ha<l said that she had 
hud a negro young one. On hearing this Lieu­ 
tenant Daughei ty suddenly changed color, his lace 
becoming uvid or purple. Mis eyes became changed, 
thrust out, as if starling from their sockets, aud be 
asked, “Are you sure he said this?” Mrs. Dangneriy 
replietl, “I suppose there can be no doubt o fit,” 
Thereupon he .started out of the house, Mr. Liudsay 
going with him. At the door the lather askeil If he 
shoiuil accompuiiy them, to wlucli Daugherty made 
no reply; hut Air. Liudsay invited him to do so. The 
father walked souie little distance behind them, and

V. Woollen was called to the stand and tos- 
tmed as follows:—Am a gradúale of the Bellevue 
Hospital Gulloge; have been liitlniAtely associated 
with Llenteuknt Dauglierly since spring of I 860, 
except a short time when he wa.s absent in a differ­ 
ent command; he spoke in tae higiiest terms of his 
character; with the cxoeptioii, perhaps, of his 
brother, lie knew him bettor than auy other llvi ng 
man; was a surgeou in iheTweiity-sevcnih Indiaua; 
treated him professionally In the winter of 1861; at 
one time he had au attack of congeHiou, seeming 
to impUcate the brain aud nervous sysusm; at too 
time observed la him a tendeucy to violence; had 
disease would ordiuartly be termed malarial con­ 
gestion. We meet it In different forms, attacking 
different organs, m his case attacking the br¡iin and 
spinal cord. 
With a short neck, a large brain, and 
an active nervous temperamcui, as he has, a disease 
Of that kind would develop coiigesiton of the brain 
and nervous centres more i han of other organs.

THE OBNEKAI, THAi.K OK TUB CITY 
during the past week was active In exportable mer­ 
chandise, althougli the prices obtained were on a 
descending scale, duo to a decline m the foreign 
markets.

Now that the F.iigllsh opera, as well as Nilsson, 
has left us, and the Philharmonic Society are very 
sparmg about their concerts, wo are In almost as 
desttuite a condition In regard to muslo as was 
Meu In the provision line before the surrender. Yet 
no one can deny that we have an appreciative 
musical public and that true art will always flud 
encouragement here. The cause of the dearth of 
music

season 
may 
be 
found 
In 
the 
absence 
of 
a competent 
manager. There 
te 
an 
abundance 
of 
the other kind of article 
around, 
but 
nothing to aid tbe progress of 
aru Concerui seem to have gone the way of all 
flesh, and oratorios have followed them. Amid this 
general stagnation In the musical world we are glad 
to see a gleam of hope lu those excellent organiza­ 
tions, the ainrch Mnslc Association (a very unattrac- 
Uvo and meaningless name, by the way), tbe Glee 
and Madrigal Club and the Euterpe. 
Even these 
are exclusive societies to some extent, and require 
broader views and management to deserve a metro­ 
politan name and position. The mm» topic In the 
musical world is the establishment of Italian opera 
here on the s^ale of the opera houses ef Europe. Tho 
difficulties in the way aroenormeus but not insuper­ 
able, By Italian opera we do not moan those wretched 
essays which for years past have brought the lyrlo 
drama luto discredit To make It merol.v the ve­ 
hicle for exhibiting a single prima aonna or tenor, 
with funrtU-rate artlsU, lager beer saloon roysterlng 
choros and an Illy supplied orchestra as “support,»' 
docs not mend matters In the least. To organize 
ItaUan opera on the European stanaard requires tbe 
removal of certain obstacles aud the aid of certain 
hitherto unknown materials. There must be a first 
class company of leading artists, so that the charms 
of the prim a donna' a voice will not be dlsrmUod 
by the wheezy cadences of a broken down tenor 
or the cracked voice of an autlijuatcd basso. One 
swaUow does not make a snm ner, neither does one 
prtina donna or tenor make an ItaUan opera com­ 
pany. In the second place, there must be a large, 
weU selected and tractable chorus—an InstltuUoa 
so far unknown in the annals of the Academy. The 
most difficult matter Is m the orchestra, as at preseut 
the majority of orchestral players In this city are 
controUed oy a close monopoly wrongfully called 
the Musical Protective Union. According to the rules 
of this organization no member can play In an or 
chcstra with a non-member, and the pernicious sys- 
tcin of snbsiltuncs is legalized. To appreciate the

the late season 
of English opera at Nlblo’s. 'J'hc regular orchestra 
of that theatre does not bcmag to tho Musical Pro­ 
tective union, having seceded from It since Itó out­ 
rageous attempt to blaektnaU tho managers a few 
years Blneo. Mr. Hess, the impresario of the Eng­ 
lish Opera Coniolnatmn, had engaged for the season 
a few first class Instrumentalists, niifortunately, 
however, members of tho above mentioned society. 
During the season at Nlblo’s these men were obliged 
to r.imaln idle, or pick up a scanty living by playing 
at balls and parties, because they dare not sit in tho 
same orchestra with musicians who would not 
be controlled by this Musical Protective Union. 
There are

other instances, but 
this will suffice. Having overcome these obstacles 
and organizad a complete company, the impresario 
must next bo guaranteed a suffloiont subscription 
in advance from ihe stockholders of tho Academy 
and other Icaiilng capitalists to enable him to enlcr 
the field fully equipped. Besides this, advanced 
prices of admission are necessary; lor Italian opera 
is a luxury, and whoever wishes to enjoy it must be 
wliUng to pay for It. Two dollars for a scat cannot bo

In England, at all events, political affairs havo 
rarely 
prospered 
under a coalition Ministry. 
AVhether the affairs of tho theatrical world will havo 
better luck under such a system of government re­ 
mains to be seen. Anyhow, the experiment has 
been made, and that, too, on no small scale. 
Mr. F. P. Chatterton, tho lessee of Drury Lane, 
has already entered into partnership with Mr. B. 
Webster for the management of tho Adelpbi and 
Princess’s theatres as well. 
If Mr. Cliatterton had 
as many hands os Bnarens he would henceforward 
have enough to keep them all busy. 
To ride three 
horsci at tbe same time, to sing three different 
tunes slmnltaneously or to live hannonlonsly In the 
house with three wives, were tasks hardly less diffi­ 
cult than for tbe same man to manage three theatres 
at oaoe, even thongh be have tbe assistance of so 
experienced a veteran as Mr. Webster.

FRBSOn PLATS. 
We have already lu London more English theatres 
than pay working expenses. French plays are found 
to prove adequately remunerative for a few weeks 
in the height of the season, but they seldom have a 
longer spell of prosperttr. Anyhow, tho now les­ 
sees, of whom two—Messrs. Leslie and Norton—are 
Americans, deserve great praise for their pluckF 
ness in ventarlug upon so novel a project. They 
may be safely advised to keep as much os possible 
to opilra bonffe, wbich always draws better In Lon- 
don than French dramas. The performances on the 
opening night wdl be purely dramatic, M. Vlctorlen 
Bardou’s comedy “Le Prtf St. Gervals” being the 
piece de résisiance; but if the apnellation of the thea­ 
tre IS not to be a mUnomer, nor ito prospects of suc­ 
cess merely visionary, the performances must be oi>- 
crauc; for such aionc will pay.

The witlulrawal of tho dancing license from tho 
Alhambra and Highbury Barn conUnuesto be a sub­ 
ject of earnest discussion in theatrical circles. There 
is no denying that the Barn is a “horrid nuisance.” 
The rank vulgarity, not to say indeconcy, of tno en­ 
tertainments there combined with the “mohawK- 
ism” of the gnests, who on their way home used to 
disturb the peace of the surrounding neighborhood 
by their uproarious frolics, comblnea to reader tho 
Barn one of tho most detestable places m Loudon. 
The Alhambra was a place of a very dlflerent char­ 
acter, and tho leeliug that to Include R iii tho same 
category of condemuatlou was an act of uurlghteous 
severity gains ground daily. 
CUAUUBS AND THE TARIFFS. 
A hot discussion ou the subject of the prices of ad­ 
mission at theatres has been going on for some days 
past in the columns of a morning paper, Mr. Uoucl- 
cault advocating a lower tariff, while the managers 
are still fur high charges. Mi'. BoucloauR cuiiteiids 
tuat the admission fees should be divided luto 
Classes—the first at two shillings and the second one 
shilling each—which, he states, is tne custom at 
Nlblo’s, Booth’s and throughout the United States. 
This suiiemcut has provoked many rejoinders. One 
corregpoudent writes:—

(68. 7>«d.«turlln£, at all tbe leading New io rk theatree, and 
ttiat the luweit arnn taken in exchanze for a place at llootb’s 
l8 nrty oeuts (It. lUMd- eterUng). to tbat tbe theatrical tariff 
In America U bigber tbaa tuat adopted oy the Loudon m ana­ 
sen. 
Another says:— 
I thould not care to have a teat at a O nt elate American 
theatre, tucb at Booili’t. Nlblo’ia n d Wallack’t, In New 
Vork:theUlobe<Obat. Fechtor, manager) and fiottou thea­ 
tre, In Hotton, tbat I only paid two thilllngt for. At any of 
tbe above mentioned theatres you could not obtain a tood 
■eat In the stalls or dreti circle for lats than four shllllnst or 
■li shlillnst, aud lometimea it la even elcbt and ten tbil- 
llngt. 1 have now the pricea of admitalon before me of the 
Boston theatre, and they are as follows:—Admission, two 
ahilllngi; dress circle, r eserved, two sbllllngs; otchenira and 
parquet circle (stalls), four sblUlugt; balcony, tour shlllliiga; 
private boxea from one to two guineas, according to loca­ 
tion. 
Mr. Howard Paul has entered the arena and gives 
the general rate of admission to the Amerlcau lUea- 
tres at double that menilouod by Mr. Bouclcault, 
with an addition in mauy houses for reserved seats. 
'W ith regard to tno actor's remuuerutlou Mr, Paul 
states that the stock actor’s salary is about double 
In America what it Is in England; “but,” he adds, 
“when the increased cost of living, the high price of 
wardrobe, Ac., are tuken into cousideratlun, I doubt 
If the American actor is much better off than bis Eug- 
llsh brother,” One of the most remarkable letters 
published in the course of tho controversy Is Irom 
the pen of Mrs, John VVotHl, of Bt. James’ theatre, 
who dashes Into the fray with feminine fervor. Ono 
passage from her letter will be enough to show lu 
how nettlcsomo a style she atucks the foe. It' 
reads:—

cbaning him I cannot understand. His statement that two

London and American Theatres. 
To THB E d ito r or th b London T e l k o r a p h :— 
1 do not think that tho replies to Mr. Bouclcault’s 
letter m reference to Engllsn and American theatres 
are at all Just to that gentleman. I have no per­ 
sonal acquaintance with Mr. Bouclcault, but as an 
American, and one thoroughly conversant with the 
theatres there, I wish to state what I know to be 
lacts. Mr. Bouclcault is correct in many of his 
sutemeuts. I have before mo a file of recent Ameri­ 
can playbills and theatrical advertisements. The 
leaning theatres in the principal cities In tbe United 
States charge for the best seats one dollar and filty 
cents, next one dollar, then fifty cents—that is, six 
sbllltugs, four shillings and two shillings. That is 
the very highest price. Many of the leatfing theatres 
only charge for best seat one dollar, or four shillings 
Engll-sh money. The second class, or variety tneatree, 
charge seventy-five cents, flfty cents and iwenty-flve 
cents. That Is the tariff In the chief cities, such as 
New York, Boston. Philadelphia, Ac. In the large 
interior towns, such as Duifalo, the prices are less. 
These (irlces, at a first glance, do not seem any 
lower than the leading theatres charge here; but ft 
must be Uken Into consideration that the charge for 
a ticket lu America covers everything. There are 
110 fees, neither for booking, programme, nor any 
other exaction. But the most Important view, and 
one that seems to have been entirely overlooked In 
this controversy, Is the relaUve value that theatrical 
prices of admission bear to other things. Every­ 
thing else In America is at double what yon would 
pay for the same article here, and even more. An 
ortllnary suit of clothes In New York, ana made by 
a good tailor to order, costs sevcnty-tlvo dollars, or 
nearly fifteen pounds; a fint class suit one hundred 
dollars, or nearly twenty pounds: a irood silk 
hat ten dollars, and everything In proportion—kid 
gloves two dollars and a half and three dollars a 
pair (that Is, ten and twelve shillings), board at a 
first class hotel lour dollars a day, aud at some five. 
Now, cucsld-ring these facts, 1 maintain that the 
cbarges for admission to American theatres are 
much cheaper than the prices charged here. 
As re­ 
gards Mr. Bouclcaolt’s other statements, inch as the 
high prices paid to artists and tne fortmies aocnmu- 
lated by the principal managers, they are perfectly 
correct. Nearly all of the principal managers are 
men of wealth. As to the artists who have made a 
fortune, their name is legion.

ter for us. 
Children here earlier 
assume 
their rights. They lose their reverence, -but not 
their love. Reverence finds a very poor soil to grow 
In In America, and when it does grow it grows 
very scrubby indeed. Glancing at the rationale cf 
this question"*!!'. Beecher turned to the religious 
aspect and read the following verse, the flrst In the 
chapter from wcicb he had taken his text:—"Chil- 
dren, oney your parents in the Lord, for this is 
riant." Children, then, belonged to Christ, and it 
was ihls that should be the ruling influence of fam- 
ily government. That government was best in 
wsieh each child waa governed for each child's 
good, and so arranged that each child could govern 
itself, in the detail of the mode of this government 
Mr. Beccner gave a number of practical suggestions, 
among wnicti were the following:— 


CHILDREN TELL I.IES- 
Well. truthtelling was very much like 'earning arch- 
ery—you lire a good many arrows before you cau nit 
the mark. The telling of truth was a great educa- 
tion. He could assure those who heard him tliae 
there were a great many people who never learned 
to tell the truth all their life long. Children bad- 
much that was bad in them, but then we must never 
forget that we are born in dirt and Hastiness and a 
great ueal of the dirt sticks to us all the way 
through life. But although her child was bad the 
mother must not think she had got a Kero in her 
cradle. Neither should mothers think they had got 
saints born to them—onlvtheraw material of s:.lnt=, 
that 
has 
got 
a 
great 
deal 
of spinning 
to 
be 
done 
to 
it 
belc-te 
it 
Is 
woven 
into anything like perfection. There are some 
parents woo are so road of their fam;ly government 
tliat they govern their children to the devil. A child 
is like a watch: it must not be wound up too much, 
it was better that a child should blunder and do 
things imperfectly than ttiat >t should blindly follow 
a copy. Trust your children as soon as it is safe to 
do so, and then teach them where they might have 
done better. A city man once told me ihat ever 
since he waa ten years of age he had, he believed, 
done as be Uiougnt best, or as he ilked. He had a 
sensible mother, who, when he asked her about 
anything, or he did or wanted to do anything about 
which her approval was doubtful, would speak to 
him thus:—"My son, think about it, and If you can 
reconcile It to your conscience and to yonr own 
honor I snail not say a word." Now this boy was 
taught to say "no" nlmseli, and it was better a 
thousand times for a man to say "no'' himself than 
even for his wife to make him say "no." 
It was 
sometimes a great perplexity to some people when. 
they saw families who had been allowed to run wild 
apparently, scarcely ever going to church, never 
going to Sunday school, turning out well; tae boys 
becoming bright, nonest, prominent men in tiie 
world. 
They looked at the deacon's family, the 
minister's children, and tttey see how. badly ihey 
have turneet out. 
I AM A MINISTER'S SOS, 
and hare not turned out very badly. 
1 mention 
tils as a compliment to my father and not to myself, 
aud I use the illustration became It is a popular im- 
pression, and not because I believe it as a 
fact; for 
I snould 
be false to my 
belief 
in the inevitable success 
of moral principles 
it I 
could believe that tne families of all 
men professing goodness were on this way of 
turning out bad. 
But tbe reason of this is 
in tne training: of the good man's family. Tho boys 
have been placed under & great and nnnaturaS re- 
straint, aud when they get theu- liberty, as wh«n 
tbey arc Kent to college, they abuse It, and turn one 
drunkards and worthless to society. The boy who 
has not hart the restraint; of a religious household, 
been thrown upon himself, has learned in a tuou- 
sand ways to help himself. -Among tiie many things 
he bas learned to govern himself. It often happens 
that a mother, whose conscience has Seen active 
aad demanding, has hidden away from the boy's 
gaze all that would dim the lustre of character she 
thinks she has produced; but at filteeu the boy 
goed Into the world and the world Is a great wonder 
box to him. He had never seen it, uavcr heard of 
it, and he goes for It, and with it, too frequently, 
goes down. He is like a- man who is thrown, into 
an ftrfny nateu, having neither arms of offence or 
defence.

alarms over the Russian bugbear. Our specia 
telegraphic despatches from London inform u 
of the hasty movements of couriers between 
tlje Cabinet of St. James and the British cm 
bassies at St. Petersburg, Copenhagen, Vienna 
Florence and Constantinople, all arising ou 
of the report that the Russian fleet is in move 
mont to the Dardanelles. * The English gov- 
ernment realizes now, too late, that its cow- 
ardly policy in abandoning England's former 
ally, France, and allowing her to be crushed 
by the military power of Germany, has been 
as unwise as it was weak, and that now there 
is no impediment to the realization by Russia 
of any views which she may have in respecl 
to Turkey or the control of the Black Sea. 


Further news, in confirmation of this state- 


ment, is to the effect that the Russian Minister 
to London has given to the British Cabinet tho 
reading of a communication from 
Prince 


jortschakoff, demanding the revision of the

upon Turkey and watches for the opportunity 
of seizing Constantinople is so generally 
believed in that it may be almost considered 
an article of political faith. There is hardly a 
statesman or journal In Europe or in America 
that does not entertain the firm conviction that 
Russian policy has no other end Ii view than 
the conquest of Constantinople. 
Without 


entering into an abstract discussion of the 
question we will simply recall a few historical 
facts which will shed a completely new light 
upon it. 


Since the year 1829 Russia has had at least 


Jnensehikoff to Constantinople solely because 
the Sultan had been induced by the French 
government to violate all the stipulations of 
the treaties between Turkey and Russia guar- 
ante?ing the religious and social security of 
the Eastera Christian populations. 


In 1859, when Napoleon declared war upon 


Austria, Russian aid was again applied for , 
and Eastern remuneration was offered. 
The 


only thing required of Russia was to put 
three hundred thousand men on the Prussian 
frontier, so as to maintain Germany in inac- 
tivity. These offers were again refused, and 
Napoleon was obliged to make peace at Villa 
Franca. 


In 1806, during the war between Prussia 


and Austria, requests for help, and offers, 
poured into St. Petersburg from all quarters ; 
and if the Emperor Alexander had only been 
less scrupulous and less decided in his policy 
he could have made then a brilliant bargain. 
To all the interested parties be opposed the 
most resolute refusals and rebukes, and said

The Emperor, on receiving the 
message, 


convoked at St. Petersburg a council of all 
the great statesmen of fee empire and sub- 
mitted the question to them in the following 
erms :—"Is it tha Interest of Russia to accele- 
rate the downfall of Turkey and to occupy 
Constantinople?" 
The council unanimously 


decided that it was not, and that as long es 
Turkey could be maintained it ought to be by 
Russia- It is to be added that at that time 
Charles X. was reigning in France and giving 
his warmest support to Russia; that Austria 
was under Russian control; that Prussia 
bowed to the dictates of Nicholas; that, conse- 
quently, he had only to fear England, and 
that, with the Russian occupation of the Dar- 
danelles, the maritime power of England was 
not to bs feared. 


In 1840 Mehemet Ali, the Pacha of Egypt, 


supported by France, was at the doors of Con- 
stantinople with a victorious army. The Sul- 
tan applied for aid to the Emperor Nicholas, 
and an army of fifty thousand soldiers, under 
the command of General Monravieff, was sent 
to his relief. Mehemet Ali was defeated and 
the Sultan was saved. The Russian govern- 
ment claimed no other reward for its services 
than privileges and guarantees for the security 
and prosperity of the Christian populations of 
the East. MouravieflTs army withdrew after 
order had been re-established, and to this day, 
on the Asiatic shore of the Bosphorus, a 
monument is the witness of that act of Rus- 
sian benevolence to Turkey. 


In 1818 the whole of Europe was in revolu- 


tion. Austria was on the very point of being 
crushed by Hungary in civil war. Italy was 
also in arms against Austria. Nothing could 
have been easier to the Emperor Nicholas, 
then at the height of his power and glory, 
than to marehjo Constantinople a«d to oppose 
to Great Britain's interference an accom- 
plished fact. Instead of doing that the Empe- 
ror Nicholas used bis power for the re-estab- 
lishment of peace in Europe; and in saving 
Austria from a total ruin he gave her the 
opportunity, as an Austrian statesman said, 
to astonish the world by her ingratitude. 


In 1852, when the Emperor Napoleon eame 


to the throne, he said to Russia that he 
wanted a war for the purpose of consolidating 
his power, his dynasty and his throne; that 
all his dynastic traditions and personal feel- 
ings were far a war te avenge Waterloo. The 
aid of Russia in such war was -applied for, 
and the price offered for it was Constantinople. 
The Emperor Alexander haughtily rebuked 
these offers, not even consenting to give to 
Napoleon the title of brother. The imme- 
diate consequences of this rebuff was the East- 
ern war being opened by Russia. Napoleon 
threw himself into the arms of England, and 
England, ia accepting tho embrace, achieved 
a masterly piece of policy. She «ecnred for 
years her naval iupremacy by destroying, 
with the aid of Prance, the Russian fleet, 
which was the only one that, combined with 
the French fleet, could resist or straggle 
against that supremacy. An attentive peru- 
sal of tha official documents of that time 
proves to every impartial mind that the al- 
leged caases of that war wore mere pretexts, 
and that th« finueror Niobolw tent Prlnoo 


Hardly a year after that, when war was on 


the very eve of exploding between Prussia 
and France on account of the Luxembourg 
question, peace was maintained solely bv the 
active intervention of Russia. 


So, too, in the present war Russia proved 


again and again that she does not seek to bene- 
fit by the European complications in order to 
accomplish the views attributed to her in the 
iast. 


These are historical facts which cannot be 


iontested, and there are but two conclusions 
hat can be deduced from them .—Either Rus- 
ia is a weak, almost cowardly, unintelligent 
Vwer—and this hypothesis will hardly be ad- 
mitted by any sensible maa in respect to a 


ation of eighty-two millions, compact and 
nited and ruled by an adored sovereign, 


who gave freedom to twenty-five millions of 
erfs—or Russia does not covet anything in 
10 East. 
The questions then arise, Why does she not 


ovet anything in the East ? and, What docs 
le want in the East ? For nobody can doubt 
lit she' takes a deep interest in Eastern affairs.

Russia does not want Constantinople, and 


for this very good reason—that acquisition of 
territory in the South or East weald destroy 
her equilibrium. The conquest of Constanti- 
nople would necessarily be followed by a rush 
to the Sonth. All the heterogeneous extremities 
of the Russian empire—Finland, Poland, 
Siberia, Caucasus—would decay and wither 
as the limbs of a man's bedy when vitality Is 
withdrawn from_ them. In a word, it would 
hapfeTVith RnssiaTiTit ha8penej""wirn Jjie 
Roman empire when Constantino removed the 
capital from Rome to Byzantimn. 
Russia 


would be split at first in two and then into a 
thousand fragments. National unity, creat- 
ness, strength, all wouia be lost. These 
reasons, fully appreciated by Russian states- 
men, are a rational explanation why Russia 
never did avail herself of the opportunities 
offered to her to take Constantinople. 


The last question 
remains—what does 


Russia waat in the East ? That question has 
been answered, with almost mathematical 
precision, by a formula emanating from the 
great Chancellor, Prince Gortschakoff:—"The 
East to the Eastern people, by the Eastern 
people and for the Eastern people, but only to 
for and by them." That is, Russia wants the 
legitimate proprietors of the East gradually 
developed, emancipated and 
formed 
into 


groups already existing by their historical and 
social elements. Russia does not want to seo 
England or France or any other Power taking 
a foothold in those regions ; and, rather than 
permit that, she will fight to her last man and 
her last rouble. The war movement of Russia, 
now reported. looks not to any extension of 
territory at the expense of Turkey, but to 
getting rid of the shackles placed upon her 
commercial and naval development by the 
treaty of 1856. 


The War In Franco. 


The military situation remains compara- 


tively unchanged. No additional movement 
has yet been made by the Army of the Loire, 
although General Von der Tann Is rapidly 
receiving reinforcements. . It is even stated 
that General Von Werder, the conqueror of 
Strasbourg, is moving to reinforce him with 
all his army. If tais be true it indicates that 
the movement along the river Ouche and in the 
Vosges Mountains on Lyons is likely to be post- 
poned, and also that Gensral Moltke finds him- 
self unable to spare many men from the business 
of investing Paris. It is much to be feared 
that the French are losing valuable time by 
their delay in renewing the attack. Gambetta 
and Thiers are in constant conference at 
Tours, and it is possible that political influ- 
ences, such as ruined McClellan and length- 
ened out our own war, are affecting the fate 
of France. Apparently, however, judging 
from the report of high medical authorities of 
the English army, detailed to observe the 
workings of the sanitary systems in the Ger- 
man armies, who state that 2,250 men die 
daily from disease and insufficient medical 
treatment, and frem the accounts from all 
parts of the nation of the bushwhacking day 
ant night of isolated Prussian soldiers, delay 
Is equally dangerous to the invaders. Paris 
continues quiet. A sortie is considered immi- 
nent, and may certainly be expected if General 
Paladines makes an early and determined 
attack upon the enemy in his front.

American flas would now float over a steam 
marine more extensive than it ever floated 
over before, and American merchants would be 
realizing a benefit from one of the most profit- 
able transatlantic traffics that has arisen since 
the republic was established The steamships 
of the Bremen and Hamburg lines alone—all, 
with possibly one or two exceptions, first class 
vessels of two theusand five hundred tons and 
upwards each—comprise a fleet of twenty- 
seven steamships. They could all have been 
transferred to the American flag in a twink- 
ling had not Congress stupidly prevented it. 
This great addition to American commerce 
would have given an impulse to our trade with 
foreign nations that would have inspired our 
people with the hope that American commer- 
cial enterprise had not entirely faded out, and 
in the end infused new vigor into that essen- 
tial element of American industry, American 
shipbuilding itself.

Tlie OIcGanralian Claim 


Cox. 


It now appears that the resignation of Ex- 


Secretary Cox originated, not in his desire to 
protect the employes of his department from the 
blackmailing of political committees, but in the 
disagreement existing between him and Presi- 
dent Grant in reference to th e litigation over 
the Panoche Grande rancho. This property, 
on which valuable quicksilver miues have 
been discovered and worked, Is claimed on 
the one side by Mr. William McGarrahan, as 
the assignee of the person to whom the original 
Mexican grant was alleged to have been made, 
and on the other side by the New Idria Mining 
Company, as pre-emptors under the general 
mining law, they asserting that the original 
claim waa founded In forgery and sustained by 
perjury. 
The 
question has been fought 


with varying fortune through all the United 
States courts in California aud through the 
Supreme Court in Washington, and is now 
pending before the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives. It seems that Mr. 
Cox was inclined to prejudge the case, and to 
issue a patent for the land to the New Idria 
Mining Company. The President forbade his 
doing so, and hence the ill feeling which led 
to the resignation of Secretary Cox. Mr. 
McGarrahan has addressed a letter to the 
President^ giving a history of the affair, which 
we publish to-day and which ia rather severe 
on the ex-Secretary.

An armistice based on M. Thiers' conditions 
would have practically robbed Prussia of all 
the advantages she had won by two months' 
hard fighting and unexampled sacrifices. Now 
that Count Bismarck hag stated the case, no 
impartial man will refuse to admit that the 
failure of the armistice negotiations furnishes 
another illustration of French folly and incom- 
petency. 


IT MAT not be generally known that Gen- 


eral de Paladines, the hero of the first French 
victory, was a strong Bonapartiat when the 
present war broke out.

while entrusted with the command of the 
department containing Metz.

It cropped 
out again in 1862, when Seward and Wee« 
turned the tables upon Greeley'a man Wads- 
worth in the election of Seymour as Governor. 
It cropped out again in 1805, 18GG and in 1867,, 
and at Chicage in 18C8, against Fenton foi 
Vice President, and very conspicuously at 
Albany in 18G9, In the election of Fenton (ot 
the same radical faction as Greeley) aa Hailed 
States Senator over Morgan, one of the Sew- 
ard-Weed faction. In 1870, Senator Conkling 
having joined the S-'ward-Weed-Morgan fac- 
tion, a regular dead set was made by them upon 
the President to give Fenton a hoist, and ha 
was hoisted, in the appointment of Thomai 
Murphy as Collector of this port, and in the 
removal of General Merritt from bis fat ofHce, 
both proceedings being "a dead cut," very 
obnoxious to Fenton. To make tbe matter 
worse, Fenton's man for Governor, the muca- 
abused Greeley, was cut out, they say, by 
Murphy in the Saratoga Convention; and s» 
Fentoa, like Achilles in hia wrath, remained 
in his teat during the battle, and so Hoffman 
is triumphantly re-elected. The moral, as 
given by Greeley, is this—that the State of 
New Tork, though not over large for one 
republican party, is not large enough for two. 


Carl Schurz, an ambitious party leader ol 


the German red republican school, has, after 
the manner of Greeley and Fenton, been 
playing the very mischief in,Missonri. Schurz 
wanted more offices than the President could 
give him, and not getting them he bolted, and 
with a number of other disappointed office- 
seekers split the party convention and the 
party into two factions. 
Schurz and his 


faction, however, had the advantage of th« 
popular platform of restoring to ex-rebels the 
elective franchise, and so with the aid of the 
democrats they have swept the State. Th» 
fight was embittered by an unfortunate letter 
from the President, supporting the other fac- 
tion aa the regular party—a letter which, 
perhaps, 
gome of the President's unwis* 


Cabinet advisers persuaded him to write. A. 
similar split was made last year ia the party 
1n Tennessee over two candidates for Gover- 
nor, which has given the State to tho demo- 
crats this year by an overwhelming majority. 
Conflicting factions in the party camp also 
render Georgia very uncertain, and they hav» 
lost North Carolina to the administration; 
and have cost the party some members of Con- 
gress in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Michi- 
gan and elsewhere. 


And yet again, a band of guerillas, calling 


themselves "revenue reformers," have been 
cutting in here and cutting out there, support- 
ing a democrat in one place and a bolting; re- 
publican in another, somewhat to the preju- 
dice of the party. These revenue reformers, 
are &ee traders; and the Evening Past of'this 
city eeuld not be more rampant in their cause 
if it wero paid fifty thousand a year from the 
lords of the British iron aud woollen factories. 
On the other hand, Greeley could not bo more 
zealous for home protection if ho were paid, 
fifty thousand a year from the iron and woollen 
mills of Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. But 
tho Post has become convinced somehow that 
the President leans to a tariff of protection, 
and our poetical contemporary has frequently 
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indicated » purpose to make direct war np»n 
Geaeral Grant in consequence of big departure 
from the American, tariff policy of the Post, 
"But on the MeGfarrahan Chiai (a stupendous 
' lobby job) the Post does not mince the matter 
Jtt conflemniUs the action of the President 
'towards bis lato Secretary of the Interior, 
General Coi — a revenue reformer, no doubt ; 
but it says that "by the President's own con- 
fession we Bco him dismissing a Cabinet 
officer because this officer seeks to crush a 
notorious fraud." 
The truth is, however, 


that this "officer"' wanted to decido this claim 
!n favor of one of the contesting parties, and 
thai the President stopped him, peremptorily 
al»ppeci him, in order to have the cas« (involv- 
ing two or three Bullions of money in Califor- 
nia mineral lands) referred to Congress. 


All these disturbing forces, however, includ- 


ing the Fenton-Grceley faction and the 'Weeot- 
Morgan-Contling-Miirphy faction of New York, 
«ad the Uratz Brown and Carl Scharz and anti- 
Carl Schurz factions ia Missouri and tha 
slashing factions in other States, and these 
revenue reform guerillas, operating even for 
the organization of the next Congress with 
She aid of the democrats, arc full of dangers 
lo the republican party. 
If they are not 


stopped in their mad career they may break 
np the party into two or three parties and give 
as a jolly scrub race for the Presidential suc- 
cession and run in the democratic ticket. As 
the elections have gone this year by States 
the democrats have 156 electoral votes to 154 
republican. Something must be done to make 
piatters better or they will get worse. 


Some new idea, aa a diversion, some new 


and popular movement on the part ef the 
administration, is the remedy demanded ; and 
a new and bold departure in reference to Cuba, 
Canada or Mexico, but especially in reference 
4o Canada on the Alabama claims, will meet 
the case. On this point General Ben Butler is 
sight ; for here General Grant may make an 
Issue which will not only heal all these republi- 
can dissensions, but rally to his support the 
native American vote and the German vote, 
and en masse - mark this, en masse — the power- 
ful Irish vote of New York and the whole 
country. Is not this something worth con- 
sidering, looking only to a decisive flank 
movement on Tammany Hall?

"' No more startling presage of the famine 
which threatens Paris could be furnished than 
ihe London^ telegrata_ of_ ttje IJth, which an- 
jQpanced that the Parisians began on the 7th 
instant to s nughter and eat the fiesh ef the 
different animals in the ^ardin, des Planteif. 
It was added that "the meat rateS high io the 
market. Yak sold at thirty francs per pound. 
The monkeys were to be killed and eaten 
during the next ensuing week." Long before 
(the war scientific men in Paris had partially 
succeeded in popularizing horse meat as an 
article of food.

The various compartments of 
the menagerie are enclosed by iron railings. 
Jifoah's ark could not have bean more crowded 
•with animal and reptile life. Here are all 
Sunds of poultry, geese and swans ; crocodiles, 
alligators, lizards, boa constrictors, buffaloes, 
lions, bears, elephants, camels, camelopards, 
hyenas, panthers, Bengal tigers and innumera- 
ble monkeys. In the good old days of peace the 
visitor was directed lo apply to M. le Directenr 
du Jardin des Plantes for a ticket to witness the 
feeding of the animals ; but now that dire war 
has reduced the Parisians to feed upon them, 
a differently worded ticket will be required. 
ifo doubt Parisian cookery will be equal to the 
emergencies, but the Parisian restaurants will 
need new and strange bills of fare. 


The general missionary committee of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church met on Saturday, 
at the mission rooms, on Broadway. Sis 
fcishops were present. Bishop Clark occupying 
the chair. According to the report, which 
was submitted by the treasurer, the balance 
on hand November 1, 1869, was nine thousand 
two hundred and fitty-two dollars, the receipts 
from that date to November 1, 1870, were sis 
hundred and cloven thousand eight hundred 
and forty-nine dollars, making a tatal of six 
hundred and twenty-one thousand eight hun- 
dred and two dollars.

But for so wealthy and numerous and 
zealous a body of believers as the Methodist 
Church this latter sum Is manifestly a mere 
bagatelle, for the grand total of the appro- 
priations at once voted for carrying on the 
double work of foreign and domestic missions 
during the present year was six. hundred and 
sixty thousand two hundred and thirty-eight 
dollars. 
The recognized liberality of the 


denomination is an ample guarantee that this 
•entire sum, together with that af the overlying 
indebtedness, will be duly raised. Probably 
it will evem be exceeded, inasmuch as the 
Methodists, who already outnumber almost 
every other religions society in the United 
Elates, are constantly adding t» their mem- 
. kership. They offer a signal example of the 
vitalizing influence to which we lately alluded 
•a a direct result of the missionary spirit.

Kameiameba the Good, The natives were not 
notified of the order of the procession through the 
Hawaiian Court paper, and in fact hardly received 
notice or the day and hour of the funeral. The 
crowning insult or outrage was tho destruction of 
the two kahilis which are always placed on the sides 
of the entrance to the mausoleum. Some vauaal 
went to the tomb within a weeK after the funeral 
and demolished one Kahili, leaving the remains on 
the ground, and carried the other oft bodily. This 
outrage is also laid to the King's followers, and when 
It is considered that no effort has been made to 
detect the perpetrator of the most outrageous insult 
that can be offered to a deceased person, there 
seems to be some grounds for the charge. The fol- 
lowers of the deceased have seen proper to send to 
other Islands fer the abiest kahunas (priests who are 
supposed to be able to pray to death) to be found, 
and intend to order the iaaen4fX the parties en- 
gaged in the desecration. 


Kenewed efforts have recently been made to col- 


lect the lepers on the islands, and the result has 
proved that this frightful scourge is on the increase. 
The government Is to be biaoxed forthla, as the 
efforts which are made to Isolate the afflicted are a 
mere fares. In this district about fifty were found, 
oat of which numcer thirty were selected, the re- 
maining twenty being allowed to return borne upon 
promise to return monthly lor examination. In 
other words , they were permitted to go at large to 
sow the seed for a new crop of lepers. As several 
whites have contracted this disease some alarm ia 
felt lest more should suffer. How it Is contracted 
by foreigners is a question yet undecided, several 
cases have been found in the schools Tor natives, 
male and female. A gentleman who had a promising 
half caste girl in Uis family as help was told by a 
physician that the girl undoubtedly had incipient 
letirosy. When It is considered tiiat the girl had 
charge of tne gentleman's children his dismay can 
be imagined. Ihe girl was munediatelv seat to her 
father and mother and they were warned of the 
danger, and for a time kept her from the rest ef a 
family of children; but alter a time their vigilance 
slackened and the g>rl was allowed to mix with the 
family, and now another promising daughter is 
amicted. So it gees, the only hope for another gen- 
eration of Hawalians seems doomed to extinction.

punishment ne deserved except oae, who is now 
in the military guardhouse awaiting trial, and unless 
we so«u get a court he wilt escape the punishment 
be go richly deserves. We have seen wtrnen and 
girls knocked down in the street by an ariuy o Ulcer 
and a United States postal agent. We have seen 
those two officers, on tna same day, Knock don n 
poor Inoffensive Russians, and the army officer 
hand the postal agent a pistol to Kill an Ameri- 
can. We have known army omcera to force 
thsir way Into private Knsstan honsaa aad attempt 
to take liberties with the women Inmates that in 
any other country but Aiaeks wonld cost them their 
lives.

Robert II. t.onjr, Late of the Snvy. 


On Wednesday last, in the city of Philadelphia, 


died Robert H. Lone, at tho age of forty-live 
years. The news of his decease will carry sorrow 
to the hearts of his many comrades In the 0nitcd 
States Navy, in which he served for more than four- 
teen years as au engineer. He was born in Enelaml, 
and entered the navy, as assistant engineer Janu- 
ary 11, 1S49. 
After servlag in various ships 


and gradually raising himself In the line of promo- 
tion he was maue chief engineer in June, 1856, and 
thenceforth became one of tho leading scientific 
officers in the sen-ice. He was chief engineer of the 
frigate Kiagara at the beginning of the war, and 
until his resignation in 1804 he was engaged on 
special duty in supervising tho construction of 
marine engines for the navy, for which he was pecu- 
lurly well (iiiaiillcd, botli iroin experience and theo- 
retical Knowledge. 
While m the navy he made 
many Inventions coauucted 
with steam, 
ea- 
gtueering, oae 
of which was the celebrated 
mstruaieat well Known as Long's sahnometer, em- 
ployed to test the density of waters in boilers while 
under steam at sea. This invention was so success- 
ful tuat tne government adopted it, aud every boiler 
in the navy Has oae of these instruments sulxed to 
It, and it is very generally found lu use in the mer- 
cantile marine, 
bubscquent. to his resignation 
whicii was very rcluctautly accepted by tue Savy 
Department, which desired t» mate Air. Long- 
Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engmecriai,--, he m- 
veated a aummy engine lor railroad purposes

So near, and yet so far; so easy oi access, 
yet so widely separated and different from our more 
thickly settled parts, one cannot wonder tnat It 
should attract so many to whom time aud study are 
alike precious aud Indispensable. This time itr. 
Hart has made this part of the country the subject 
of one of his most successful and charming efforts. 


"THE ADIBOSDACKS IN WINTER." 


As one advances along the Kceue Pass, narrow 


and with thickly-wooded mountain sides rising OK 
either hand, ever? now aud then there opens some 
graud vista, stretching away for miles. The cyo 
wanders over the scene witti a feeling something 
akin to the freed pnsoaer. The gaze is almost un- 
bounded. Oa either side the vic;v extends till it le 
lost in the distance.

For 


absolute truth, there is, perhaps, almost too littleor 
the practical reality of winter. It is a poetic con- 
ception of the scene, with eaough truth, withal, re- 
build the pretty story on. Tho snow serves raorfc- 
as a harmonious element to blend and soften the 
various colors than as a stern, simple symbol o? 
winter. The masses of light and shade are well sus- 
tained ana broad. 
One might occasionally taKe 


some slight exception at the surface betas too*

Tbe main topic in the 
musical world is the establishment of Italian opera 
here on the sale of the opera houses of Europe. The 
dittlcultle's ia the way are enormous but not insuper- 
able, By Italian opera we do not ineau those wretched 
essays waicn for yaars past have brought the lyric 
drama Into discredit. To maie it merely tho ve- 
hicie for exhibiting a S:S2;la prlma aanna or tenor, 
with fourth-rate artists, lassr beer saloon roystBrtnj 
chorus acd an illy supplied orchestra as "support," 
doss not mead matters In the least. To organize 
Italian opera on the European stanaara requires tiie 
removal cf carcata obstacles aad the aid of certain 
lutlierto urrtaown materials. There must be a iirst 
class company-of leading artists, so that tae charms 
of tae prima do;jna' s voice will not be dispelled 
by the wheezy cadences or a broken down tenor 
or the cracfcea voice of an antiquated basso. One 
swallow does not make a summer, neither does one 
prime, aonna or teaor make an Italian opera com- 
pany. In the second place, there must be a large, 
well selected and tractable cnonis—an Institution 
so far unknown in the nnaals of the Academy. The 
most difficult matter Is in the orchestra, asat present 
the majority of orchestral players in this city are 
controlled cy a close monopoly wrongfully called 
the Musical Protective Union. According to the rules 
of this organization no member can play in an or- 
chestra with a non-member, ana the pernicious sys- 
tem of substitutes Is legalized. To appreciate the
